dow. Sullivan yelled. 

Amid sounds of confusion from 
within, the detéctives smashed the 
lock. When they entered, they 
said, the apartment was deserted 
but hats, wraps and other personal 
belongings attested to the hasty 
exit of a considerable company. 

Police said 19 green baize table 
covers, marked and numbered for 
dice games, a chemin de fer outfit, 
a croupier’s rake and 18 bottles 
containing liquor were seized. 

Herrick and Sullivan were re- 
leased in $500 bail on both the 
gambling and liquor charges. 

Police said the raid was made 
after under-cover men had inves- 
tigated complaints against Her- 
rick’s apartment. The detectives 
had warrants for three girls which 
they used as a pretext for break- 
ing into the place. They said they 
had information that the girls were 
employed as hostesses in the place, 
Herrick, they said, was known as 
an operator of gambling resorts in 
Miami, Fla., and Saratoga, N. Y.

Henry Samuel Priest, former 
Federal Judge, noted corporation 
and utility lawyer, and president of 
the Missouri Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment, died 
last night in his home, 4320 West- 
minster place, of a heart attack. 
He was 77 years old. The funeral 
will be held at the home at 2:30 p. 
m. tomorrow. 

Judge Priest became il) last Sat- 
urday and remained in bed there- 
after. but physicians believed he 
would recover in a few days. On 


their advice, Mrs. Priest left for 
New York Monday. expecting to 
sall for Europe. She is returning 
for the funeral. 

Last evening, a grandson, Henry 
S. Priest II, talked with Judge 
Priest. who said he was much im- 
proved and would be at his office 
in a few days. At 8:15 p. m., a 
nurse sitting by Judge Priest’s bed 
soucht to give him a drink of wa- 
ter, and found that he was dead. 

Sons and Daughters in House. 

His two sons, George T. Priest 
and Wells Blodgett Priest, and his 
two daughters, Mrs. William Gray- 
son and Mrs. Thomas Bond, were 
in the house. They are the chil- 
dren of the first Mrs. Priest. who 
was Miss Henrietta King Parseil, 
and who died in 1910. Judge 
Priest’s second marriage, in 1912, 
was to Mable C. Watrous of Nor- 
walk, Conn. 

Judge Priest was born in Ralls 
County. Mo., t 1853, and was in 
the graduating class of 1872 at 
Westminster College, Fulton. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1873, 
and his first legal fee, $10, was 
loaned to another young lawyer, 
Champ Clark. later speaker of the 
national House of Representatives. 

He was elected City Attorney. of 
Moberly, and in 1881 he removed t? 
St. Louis, and was in the law de- 
partments of the Wabash and Mis- 
souri-Pacific railroads in the ‘80s 
and early 90s. In 1894 President 
Cleveland appointed him Judge of 
the United States District Court, 
succeeding Judge Amos Thayer. 
The appointment, which was for 
life, would have been the goal of 
most lawyers, but Judge Priest re- 
mained on the bench only a year. 
Resigning, he entered the firm of 
Boyle, Priest & Lehmann, in which 
his partners were the late Judge 
Wilbur F. Boyle and Fred W. 


Judge Priest was the foremost 
legal figure in the street railway 
consolidations which created the 
St. Louis Transit Co., forerunner 
of the United Railways and the 
present Publie Service Co. Up to 
1899, he was legal adviser for the 
Lindell Railway (Washington-Del- 
mar lines). He was the author of 
the consolidation bill, passed by 
the 1899 Legislature and signed by 
Gov. Stephens, which authorized 
the union of all the lines, except 
the St. Louis & Suburban, under 
holding syndicate. 
The consolidation was followed by 
the street car strike of 1900. 

He was author of the tripartite 
agreement of 1904, by which the 
St. Louis Transit Co. was trans- 
formed into the United Railways 
Co., Brown Bros. being the third 
party to the agreement. The Unit- 
ed Railways Co. later attempted to 
escape responsibility for some of 
the personal damage judgments 
outstanding against the Transit 
Co. Judge Priest conducted the 
United Railways defense in the 


isuit of David Barrie, a milk wag- 


on driver, whose leg was. broken 
in a street car accident, and who 
held a judgment against the 
Transit Co. After eight years’ 
litigation, the courts held the Unit- 
ed. Railways nadie for Barrie's 
claim. 

As counsel for the United Rall- 
ways Co., Judge Priest conducted 
that company's long resistance to 
the city’s mill-tax ordinance, which 
after 12 years cf litigation was up- 
held by the United States Supreme 
Court.

The hottest July day of record 
in St. Louis was in 1901, when an 
official temperature of 107 was 
reached on the twenty-second and 
again on the twenty-fourth, fol- 
lowing readings of 104 of the ninth 
and tenth. 

With a maximum of 91 on July 
4, the present heat wave started. 
Subsequent daily maximums were 
96, 97, 93, 98 and 100, with mini- 
mums, respectively, of 73, 75, 73, 
76 and 82. Yesterday's 100 degree 
reading, however, was exceeied 
this year on June 22 when the mer 
cuty edged a few tenths of a point 
above 101. 4 trace of rain last 
Sunday is the only precipitation re- 
ported this month.

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NATURE OF SECRET 
DOCUMENTS TOLD 


Reed Reveals That the 
Dawes Notes Among 


Them Are Picturesquely 
Embroidered.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—With 
only four votes in opposition, the 
Senate late this afternoon, after a 
desultory debate, adopted a mild 
resolution requesting the President 
to lay before it the full file of pa- 
pers relating to the negotiation of 
the London Naval treaty. 

Fifty-three Senators voted for the 
resolution, which Senator Reed of 
Pennsylvania, a leader of pro- 
treaty forces, declared had been 
made “unobjectionable from any 
standpoint.”’ 

Those voting against it on the 
ground that it had been emasculat- 
ed by amendment, were Black of 


Alabama, Copeland of New York, 
and George and Harris of Georgia. 
The resolution as finally adopted 
and sent to the President asked 
for the transmission of the papers, 
‘if not incompatible with the pub- 
lic interest.” It was around the in- 
clusion of this softening clause, 
offered by Minority Leader Robin- 
son, that the debate in its closing 
stages centered. The Robinson 
amendment was written into the 
resolution by a vote of 38 to 17. 

Prior to this vote, McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, author of the 
original resolution requesting the 
so-called “secret papers,” had ac- 
cepted an amendment proposed by 
George of Georgia adding the lan- 
guage “with such recommendation 
as he (the President) may make 
with. respect to the use of the doc- 
uments by the Senate.” 

Leaves It to President. 

In its final form, therefore, 
resolution leaves it to the Presi- 
dent to say whether or not the 
documents should be given to the 
Senate, and also contains a virtual 
invitation to him, if he should de- 
cide to send the papers, to say 
that he would like to have them 
considered in secret session. 

George of Georgia,. after the 
adoption of the Robinson amend- 
ment, inveighed hotly against wi.at 
he termed the Senates’ surrender 
of its constitutional prerogative. 

George said that, 
the treaty should be deferred until 
next December, it would be be- 
cause of the refusal of the Presi- 
dent to heed the Senate's request 
for the papers. 

“If this matter were one on 
which the country had been deep- 
ly stirred, refusal by the President 
to turn over the papers would re- 
sult in the defeat of the treaty,” 
said George. 

Off the floor, George said later 
that, if the President continued to 
withhold the papers, a sufficient 
number of Senators would absent 
themselves to compel a recess of 
the Senate without ratification of 
the treaty.. He spoke, he said, as 
one who favored ratification. 

Johnson Hajised Issne. 

‘The issue had been raised by 
the demand of Senator Hiram 
Johnson (Rep.), California, and 
his associates” for the secret 
papers,” 

‘The issue had been narrowed 
down to the question of whether 
or not the President should be 
formally called upon to produce 
the papers in a forma] way. 

No Senator had been dented the 
right to see the papers. In fact, 
as Senator Reed (Rep.). Pennsyl- 
vania, one of the naval confer- 
ence delegates, informed his col- 
leagues, copies of them were 
right across the hall in hie office, 
and he was willing to escort any 
Ser.ator over there and let him ex- 
amine the documents to his 
heart’s content. ,

10.— Discovery of the name ot Eu- 
gene Cafferata, 19 years old, of St.

It is 
thought that he may have left the 
well-traveled trail to the pool and 
become lost in the nearby brush 
and small oaks. Another possibil- 
ity is that he may have attempted 
to explore the steep canyon walls. 
He carried no lunch and the wild 
berries to be found in the vicinity 
are not ripe enough to be eaten. 
He had some money with him, 
and it was suggested that he might 
have joined a motorist leaving the 
park, but his companions regarded 
it as unlikely that he would have 
left without advising them. 

He was visiting in the park with 
Mrs. Rose Faust, and her son, 
John, also of St. Louls, Mrs. Faust 
offered $100 reward for his discov- 
ery.

traffic past a particular business 
location of more importance. 
Wenzlick presented data obtained 
by checkers who took their places 
on the street on each side of the 
49 blocks in the St. Louis down- 
town district. 

In their first surveys, Wenzlick 
said, the count included both men 
and women, but with the realiza- 
tion that the two classes were too 
general, a secondary stparation 
was evolved. 

“Our wives had long had the 
reputation of spending the bulk 
of the family budget,“ he en- 
plained. “If we could count sep- 
arately the women family shoppers 
and the unmarried women who 


probably purchased only for their 


own needs, we felt we could ap- 
proach a solution. It is not so 
hard as it might first seem to sep- 
arate them. We have placed two 
of our men close to each other, 
counting and analyzing the same 
traffic and the results have shown 
less than 10 per cent variation.” 
Two Types of Shopper. 
Concerning the two types, which 
he designated as the “family shop- 
per and “flapper” groups, Wenz- 
lick reported these differences: 
The family shopper goes to town 
after she has done her housework, 


buys until she thinks she has spent 


as much money as the family bud- 
get allows and goes home to get 
dinner. A graph eof this group 
would show purchases in a dome- 
shape with the cénter near the 
middle of the day. The “flapper” 
is different, however. She may 
buy'as she goes to work in the 
morning, as she goes to lunch at 
noon, or as she leaves work in the 
evening. A graph of her shopping 
activities would show three peak 
periods. 

The “family shopper,” accord- 
ing to the data, goes to town on a 
shopping spree once a wéek, and 
buys @ given article in one out of 
every four visits. 

In other surveys to which Wenz- 
lick referred, the checkers counted 
the women in one group and three 
other groups of men—executives 
and professional men, white-collar 
younger men, and men less fastidi- 
ously dressed. All of the surveys 
which his company makes, Wenz- 
lick says, seek to solve some spe- 
cific problem of merchandising. 

List of Classifications. 

The person going downtown to 
daily employment is seldom con- 
scious that he represents one more 
click on the checking instrument, 
that he falls into a class called 
“structural,” meaning that the 
building or structure in which he 
works brings him downtown, 
whereas if he were going to a the- 
ater. a bank, a railroad station, a 
courthouse, he would be in the 
“lane” group, which goes to the 
downtown as a mere location, or 
for another reason, of the “shop- 
ping” group, which seeks the retail 
store as its object.

Louis Union Trust Co., the Mercan- 
tile Commerce Bank and Trust Co., 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
the Lafayette South Side Bank and 
Trust Co., and the Franklin-Amer- 
ican Bank and Trust Co. 

The proposed suits are quo war- 


ranto proceedings, designed to re-

BiG MINORS 10 
TAKE UP MAJOR 
ULTIMATUM. AT 

MEETING AUG. 5 


By the Associated Press. 
| CHICAGO, July 10.—A new front 


jin the baseball wars took form to- 


day as the three dig minor 
leagues and two smaller circuits 
considered an ultimatum from the 


American and National leagues 
which demanded that the minors 
either accept the universal draft 
or hunt alone for players. 

In their first midseason joint 
meeting yesterday, American and 
National League/club owners ap- 
proved a resolufion that all player 
relations with the three Class AA 
leagues—the International, Pacific 
Coast and American Association— 
the Three Eye League, a class B 
organization, and the class A West- 
ern League, be severed Dec. 1, 
1930, unless the latter agree to be- 
come subject to the universa) 
draft. The drastic step means that 
the major leagues will release no 
more players to the minor groups 
involved or buy any players from 
them. 

From the Pacific Coast. officials 
of the San Francisco Club . said 
they would not submit to the uni- 
versal draft without a battle. 
George A. Putnam, secretary of 
the Seals, characterized the edict 
of the major leagues as “an auto- 
¢ratic move that will not be foisted 
off on us without a fight.” 
Final say in the situation,” 
Putnam said, “rests with the Pa- 
cific Coast League as a whole, but 
we have taken up the challenge 
now. The working agreement (a 
modified draft agreement) we have 
had with the majors for the past 
several years has been satisfactory 
and we feel that any attempt to 
revise it to the benefit of the big 
league clubs is an injustice.” 

Dale Gear, president of the 
Western League, called the action 
“merely a move on the part of the 
majors to get complete . r of 
baseball.“ 

“It simply is a peg on which to 
hang a lot of trouble,“ Gear said. 
“The right of selection means 
nothing as so. few players are 
drafted and the purchase price gen- 
erally is much more than the draft 
price.” 

President Thomas J. Hickey of 
the American Association expressed 
surprise at the action of the major 
league owners, but would make no 
comment on the probable attitude 
of the directors of his league. 

Hickey, however, said the prob- 
lem would be discussed at a joint 
meeting of the big“ minors, the 
American Association, International 
League and Pacific Coast League. 
in Chicago, Aug. 5. and expressed 
‘the opinion that “things would’ be 
ironed out.“ 

Minors in a Bad Way. 

Robert J. Connery, owner of the 
qt. Paul club of the American As- 
sociation, said the draft will not 
solve the problem. 

“The major leagues are drawing 
big crowds, they are enjoying pros- 
perity, but most of the magnates 
in the American and National 
Leagues have no idea of what is 
going on in the minors,” said Con- 
nery. 

“The minor leagues are in a bad 
way, and instead of trying to force 
something down their throats, the 
majors should be offering to help 
them. If the draft will solve the 
question, as the majors believe. 
then I would like to know why 
these leagues which subscribe to 
the system are going out of exist- 
ence,

He 
was, for several years, a director of 
the Anti-Saloon League of Mis- 
souril. He was one of the organ- 
izers of the “Allies Against Booze,” 
which ecnducted the prohibitior 
campaigns in Missouri. These or- 
ganizations spent many thousands 
of dollars and distributed tons of 
literature. They separated the dry 
sheep from the wet goats. 

They insisted, and spread it forth 
in flaming full-page advertise- 
ments, that the President and Con- 
gress of the United States, the Gov- 
ernors of the states, churches. 
schools and good honest citizens 
stood for prohibition; and against 
prohibition they classified the crim- 
inals, “the Hun brewers” and the 
“Hun newspapers,” the ballot-box 
stuffers, the crooked politicians. 
“the ignorant Negroes, and the 
criminal driftwood from dry Dixie.“ 

All decency was portrayed as ar- 
rayed on the side of prohibition; 
everything that was against decen- 
cy was on the other side. One of its 
booklets promised that 80 per cent 
of all erime would vanish with the 
coming of prohibiticn; that the cost 
of police departments,’ sheriffs’ of- 
fices, criminal courts, charitable in- 


‘stitutions and eleemosynary institu- 


tions would disappear. ‘It was a 
brilliant picture. of forthcoming 
glory. 

If IJ am not mistaken a part of 
this booklet was written by Judge 
William H. Wallace of Kansas 
City who distinguished himself as 
a special prosecutor of certain 
members of the notorious and des- 
perate James gang. But the book- 
let was sponsored by the organiz- 
ation of which Mr. Lashly was a 
leader. I am presenting these facts 
so that the reader may know that 
the quotations I am about to make 
come from a man who was more 
than active in helping to bring 
about the law that has created the 
conditions of which he speaks, * 

Judge Lashly spent years of la- 
borious work in digging out the 
facts for three different bar asso- 
ciations, and I think it may be 
said for him, in all fairness that 
he is today an outstanding Ameri- 


can authority on this subject. I 
pay him that tribute notwithstand- 


ing the fact that the organisations 


with which he was. identified 
fought me savagely in every cam - 
paign I ever made in my State.

“6. Bootleg gangsters ire ac- 
tive in committing all manner of 
violent crimes, including rape, 
highway robbery, bank roodbery, 
industrial racketeering and wan- 
ton murder of innocent bystand- 
ers. 


Few Crimes Solved. 


“7. Gang murders are seidom 
solved by the authorities, an-l 
where arrests are made, those 
arrested usually go free. The ex- 
ample thus set encourages others 
to kill, wantonly and mercilessly, 
secure in their belief that the 
chances for punishment are 
slight. 

“8. The immunity from pun- 
ishment usually enjoyed by the 
bootlegger regardless of the na- 
ture of his crime has a demora!- 
izing effect upon the community. 

“9. The excesses resulting 
from the use of prohibited liquor 
purchased and consumed as a 
protest or in the spirit of adven- 
ture have a decided tendency to 
break down moral restraint and 
further a general disregard for 
law. 

“10. Crimes committed in the 
name of the law by irresponsible 
officials present a situation ca‘l- 
ing for the utmost care and dis- 
crimination in the selection of 
such officers. 

“11. The principal problem of 
crime in the United States con- 
sists of the excess above the nor- 
mal rate of major crimes of vio- 
lence.

“12. Prohibition is not being 
enforced in many parts of the 
country. Our surveys definitely 
established that non-enforce:ne1.t 
in such places is due to official 
laxity supported by local senti- 
ment.”

That is the calm, dispassionate 

verdict of the investigator for the 
Missouri Bar Association, the III 
nois Bar Association and the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, based upon 
actual facts.

‘OUTRAGE,’ CAPPER “SAYS 


Kansas Senator, Who Voted for 
„ Bill, Also Writes Many Other

TOPEKA, Kan., July 10.—“ Out- 
range” and “indefensible rates’’ are 
some of the strong terms used by 
Senator Arthur Capper of Kansas 
in his comment on portions of the 
new tariff bill, for which he voted, 
in an article appearing in the Au- 
gust issue of his publication, Cap- 
per’s Farmer.

24, 373 Stills Also Seized, Says Final Treasury 
Report On Its Prohibition Enforce- 
ment Activities. ; 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Pro- 
hibition enforcement during the 
last fiscal year of its operation un- 
der the Treasury resulted in the ar- 
rest of 68,186 persons ang seizure 
of 24,373 stills. 

The arrests showed an increase 
of approximately 2000 over the 
1929 fiscal year and of approxi- 
mately 7000 in the number of stilis 
seized. The figures included the 
number of arrests and seizures for 
11 months of the year and estimat- 
ed arrests and seizures for June. 

These statistics were prepared by 
the old Prohibition Bureau which 
operated under Prohibition Com- 
missioner Doran until the depart- 
ment of Justice took over prohibi- 
tion enforcement on July 1 and 
showed that about 1,320,000 gallons 
of spirits and 8,000,000 gallons of 
malt liquor had been seized. In ad- 
dition, agents of the bureau seized 
8778 automobiles. 

During the year the majority of 


stills were captured in the South- 
ern states. About 50 per cent had 
a capacity of less than 100 gallons 
daily, while 5 per cent had a ca- 
pacity of 500 gallons a day. Of the 
total the figures showed only about 
2 per cent were found to be oper- 
ating on denatured alcohol, while 
the others used corn, corn meal, 
corn sugar, molasses and cane su- 
gar to produce liquor. 

Many stills captured in the South 
were of the old moonshine variety 
which were operating before there 
was a prohibition law. 

Corn sugar stills during the last 
few years have shown an increase. 
Doran recently said this variety of 
illicit distillers had turned to corn 
sugar and were producing as good 
a grade of alcohol as that turned 
out in the industrial plants operat- 
ing under permits. At that time he 
pointed to the huge increase in 
manufacture of corn sugar as one 
of the outstanding menaces which 
the bureau had to face. 


MOSCOW DISCREDITS RUMORS 
OF STALIN BECOMING PREMIER 


Considered Unlikely He Would Ac- 
cept Place Which Offers No Such 
Power as He Now Holds.

MOSCOW, July 10.—Reports 
abroad that Joseph Stalin, general 
secretary of the Central Committee 
of the Communist party, may suc- 
ceed Alexis I, Rykoff as Premier 
are given little credence in respon- 
sible political quarters here. 

In the first place, it is held that 
Stalin is far too shrewd to accept 
the chairmanship of the Soviet 
Cabinet, which carries with it no 
such power as Russia's “iron man” 
now enjoys as head of the Commu- 
nist party. 

The position of Premier of Scviet 
Russia differs entirely from similar 
posts in other countries, in that the 
Premier is not designated by a 
higher authority to form a Cabinet. 
He is merely appointed by the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the 
Government, like all other members 
of the Cabinet, in whose selection 
he has no voice. Under the polit- 
ical structure of tHe Soviet Union,

Rather, his con- 
duct of affairs was a complete reversal 
of our former diplomacy, which had 
been uniformly unffiendly in tone, at 
times even menacing. We had been 
looking at Mexico with eyes hard and 
unsympathetic, with the natural result 
that the Mexicans regarded us as arro- 
gant imperialists not averse to the con- 
tingency of armed intervention. Almost 
alone among our public men, Mr. Mor- 
row happened to have the temperament 
of a true internationali#t and the Mex- 
icans saw a new spirit as soon as they 
looked into his eyes. For the first time 
an American Ambassador offered them 
sympathy and understanding. The gen- 
eral chorus of acclaim that greeted Mor- 
row's diplomacy throughout the country 
must have amazed Mr. Coolidge, but he 
was too good a politician not to hasten 
to indorse the popular approval. 

Nevertheless, Coolidge and Morrow re- 
main natural antitheses. In his foreign 
policy, Coolidge was always the cold 
and selfish nationalist, untempered by 
a single throb of sympathy and broth- 
erhood. His last Armistice day address 
was a studied insuit to Burope and 
aroused bitter resentment.

the Wieboldt interests paid $84,- 


000 less in taxes each year, or 
$336,000 in the four year period, 
saving that amount, less the $42,- 
000 graft paid, 

The beginning of the trail which 
eventually led to the tax fixing be- 
gan seven or eight years ago, and 
was disclosed in the testimony of 
one Raymond Stanton in the Oliver 
case. Stanton, who had held vari- 
ous municipal jobs through many 
years, finally became a street su- 
perintendent for the Thirty-ninth 

Ward in Chicago. Through his 
political connections he became a 
fixer in a small way, and the Wie- 
boldt firm became one of his 
“clients.” Through connections 
with an under official of the firm. 
Stanton saw to it that Wieboldt 
employes were excused from jury 
service, that smoke violation cases 
against the firm were dismissed, 
and generally that the Wieboldts 
were protected. 

When the time for fixing as- 
sessments for four years came in 
1927 Stanton saw the opportu- 
nity te branch out inte a larger 
business, so he called on Werner 
A. Wieboldt te inquire who was 
“taking care of his taxes for him.” 
He learned from Wieboldt that 
“the list was already down town,“ 
which meant that somebody else 
was looking after the matter. 

To Stanton, with his view of the 
ethics of official fixing, he was be- 
ing double-crossed. He coOnsid- 
ered the Wieboldts his “clients” 
and according to the rules ef the 
game, he was entitled to get what 
he could without interference from 
others in the game. 

Demanded His “Allotment.” 
Accordingly, Stanton testified, 
he called on Oliver, and was m- 
formed that the matter was being 
looked into. 
“Oliver said,” 


Stanton testified, 
I would get my proportionate 
share. 

—1 called on Oliver again and 
again. I told him I wanted my 
proportionate allotment, and he 
teld me he would see about it. 
J told him I would like to get 
my cut out of it, that I had a 
family of seven children and that 
I wanted te get enough to buy a 
home if I could.” 

After possibly 10 visits, Stanton 
testified, Oliver gave him several 
checks, totaling about $9000, and 
each signed by one of the Wie-| 
boldt interests. The checks were 
all payable to William Nichols, 
whom Stanton knew only slightly. 
Taking money for tax fixing was 
looked upon by Stanton as legit- 
imate in politics, but he balked at 
forgery. He was compelied to in- 
dorse Nichols’ name on the checks 
to get the money, but instead of 
doing it himself, he said, he in- 
duced a friend, who worked as a 
cement finisher, to make the in- 
dorsements. 

Stanton testified that in discuss- 


ing the matter with Oliver he told

The two-story brick building of 
The Laundry, Inc., at 7317-19 Man- 
chester avenue, in the heart of Ma- 
plewood's business district, was de- 
stroyed last night by a spectacular 
fire which threatened fcr a time to 
spread t the adjoining Citizens’ 
National Bank and other property 
in the closely-built business block 
Damage was estimated at $225.- 


000 by W. E. Breneman, manager; 
$75,000 to the building, $125,000 to 
equipment and $25,000 to custom- 
ers“ clothing. The customers’ 
property is fully insured, while the 
remainder of the loss is partially 
covered by a $100,000 policy. 
Several thousand persons gath- 
ered along the street to watch the 
fire, which was discovered at 3:43 
o’clock. It was under contro! at 
10:30, but burned until late in the 
night. — 
Breneman said today that he be- 
lteved the blaze started either from 
a discarded cigarette or defective 
électric wiring. Although rules 
forbade smoking in the building, 
Breneman said, the cigarette theory 
was strengthened by the fact that 
the fire apparently started near the 
men's dressing room. . 
Outside Help Summoned. ” 
The fire had spread through 
most of the building when it was 
discovered by a passerby who saw 
the reflection of flames in a win- 
dow. Responding to an alarm, the 
Maplewood Fire Department de- 
cided that the laundry could not 
be saved and firemen devoted 
themselves to protecting the ad- 
joining buildings. 
Firemen from Richmond 
Heights, Clayton, University City, 
Webster Groves and Kirkwood 
were called. A . Louis fire com- 
pany also went to the scene, but 
was not needed. 
Because of the unusual warm 
weather and the intense heat, fire- 
men experienced considerable dis- 
comfort in fighting the blaze. Only 
the walls of the laundry building 
remained standing. Manchester

The laundry established tem- 
porary quarters at 7321 Manches- 
ter avenue today.

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Reducers. 
HE Federal Government has ts- 
sued a warning on the dangers 
of obesity remedies. 

Since the boyish form has come 
into such prominence there have 
appeared on the market numerous 
so-called fat reducers. 

Practically all of these remedies 
assert themselves harmless and ef- 
fective, claim to achieve results 
without diet or exercise. Yet prac- 
tically all of them are ineffective— 
and some are positively dangerous. 

The bulletin of the Federal Gov- 
ernment well summarizes the con- 
dition by stating that no drug or 
mixture of drugs at the present 
time known to the medical profes- 
sion can be offered for the promis- 
cuous use of the public in reducing 
weight without at the same time 
imtroducing a large element of 
danger. 

Most of the so-called fat reduc- 
ing preparations contain either thy- 
roid or laxatives. Thyroid is a po- 
tent substance which may bring 
about harmful effects if taken with- 
out proper supervision. 5 

Cathartics are sometimes sold as 
fat reducers on the principle that 
the diarrhea resulting from their 
uge will abstract fluids from the 
body and thereby produce an appre- 
cilabie loss of weight. The use of 
such weight reducing methods if 
carried on for any length of time 
would bring on very marked weak- 
ness and profound disturbances in 
the body. ö 

Still another type of fat-reducing 
nostrums are sold, with instruc- 
tions to the user for a bath with 
a soap in hot water. . 

The perspiration produced by the 
hot bath and the exercise may 
cause the user to lose a pound or 
so of fiuid. The tendency is for 
the weight to be regained just as 
soon as the resulting thirst is ap- 
peased. 

Weight reduction is not safe ex- 
cept under supervision. 

Diet and exercise are the only 
two dependable means known to 
medicine for the reduction of 
weight in normal cases of obesity.
